M. Sauder, Director of Water Resour- 
ces of the Province of Alberta, sum- 
med up the estimated cost of operat- 
ing the system in its entirety and es- 
timated the present sign-up was not 
sufficient to meet over all charges.

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C. W. Petersen 
of Calgary 
Is Dead

CALGARY, Feb. 5— Charles W. 
Petersen, 75, died at his home Friday 
evening following a brief illness. He 
was president of the Western Print 
ing and Lithographing Co., presidert 
and editor of the Farm and Ranch 
Review and president of the Hicks 
Engraving Company. Mr. Petersen 
had been at his office Thursday and 
was in apparant good health. A rup- 
ture with internal bleeding was be- 
lieved to have been the cause of his 
death. 

A pioneer in agriculture and in the 
printing business in the western pro- 
vinces, Mr. Petersen was born in Co- 
penhagen, Denmark, June 28, 1868, 
and came to Canada at the age of 19 

In the early eighties he farmod in 
Manitoba and survived the experi- 
ence in those early days of growing 
wheat near Brandon and getting 40 
cents a bushel for it at an elevator at 
Winnipeg after a three days’ haul 
with a yoke of oxen. 

He later became assistant Domin- 
fon general immigration agent and 
colonization agent for Manitoba 
Northwestern Railway. In 1892 he 
came to Alberta where he ranched for 
some time and later organized the 
department of agriculture of the 
North West Territories, remaining as 
deputy minister of agriculture for the 
N. W. T. at Regina until 1898. 

In 1906 he entered the service of 
the C. P. R. as general manager ol 
immigration and colonization, later 
being appointed superintendent of ir 
rigation, a position he held until 1913 
when he retired to devote his entire 
time to editing the Farm and Ranch 


Review. 
He was an able newspaper Man 
and his views were quoted largely

“These pests get under my skin,” 
said the old mooly cow as she whipp- 
ed her tail over her back and made a! 
mad dash for the nearest slough 


where she spent the best part of the 
day when she should have been out 
grazing. 

Warble flies have been with us so 
long that too many of us are inclined 
to consider them as a necessary evil. 
Such is not the case as the control is 
simple, cheap and effective. 

The chief stumbling block in the 
past has been the difficulty of hand- 
Ing large range herds. The use of 
the power sprayer has removed this 
obstacle and has met with unanimous 
approval of the rancher. Many ranch 
ers have purchased their own sprayer 
They will find them effective for lice 
control as well as warble flies. These 
sprayers will be available at a nomin- 
al rent to neighbou:ing ranchers. To 
supplement these machines a number 
of other sprayers, the property of the 
Dominion and _ Provincial Depart- 
ments of Agriculture will be available 
at a reasunable charge to ranchers, 
while the owners of small herds can 

treat their cattle just as effectively 
and more cheaply by hand.

To the armchair strategist, glanc- 
ing at map or globe, the connection 
between American blows at Rabaul 
and raids on the Marshall Islands is 
About 1,500 
miles of Pacific waters separate the 
two points. Rabaul appears to be an 
Army prize objective, while the Mar. 
shalls are presently coming under 
Navy attention after soome weeks of 
Army air pounding. 

Yet, to the Japanese defending 
their homeland, the connectio is pain- 
fully obvious. Tokyo radio described 
Rabaul as one wing of its defenses 
last week and the Marshalls as che 
other wing. When viewed from the 
geographical perpective' of Truk, 
which is how the Japanese view 
things, this description is apt. The 
pincers are getting set to nip Truk. 

The Tokyo radio complimented the 
American strategy, noting that while 
the main force of airplanes was being 
directed against Rabaul in almost 
daily attacks, a sufficient number of 
American bombers was being used in 
simultaneous raids on the Marshalls 
to keep Nipponese defenses @ivided. 

And now in the Marshalls appears 
what is described as “the greatest 
naval force ever assembled”, Amer- 
ican warships apparently sailed into 
range of shore batteries and hurled 
an unprecedented weight of metal and 
explosives into Japanese positions , 

Under the pattern of Pacific strat- 
egy that has so far evolved in this 
war, such a connonading is a soften- 
ing-up exercise for the benefit of- 
Marines about to land. We may hear 
more about the Marshall Islands in 
the next few days.

Seasonal Farm Plan for 
Insect Control

There must, we fear, always be a 
large measure of guess work in farm 
planning until we can confidently 
forecast wezther and markets. How- 
ever, we have encountered a scheme 
for planning tillage operations so as 
to discourage insect pests, and we 
are reprinting it in our “Seedtime 
and Harvest” leaflet. Copies may 
be obtained from Line Elevator 
Company grain buyers, or from 
the Agricultural Department, The 
North-West Line Elevators Associ- 
ation, Winnipeg. 

Entomologists in Western Canada 
have not confined themselves to 
laboratory study, but have worked 
closely with the farmers themselves 
in finding methods for controlling 
field erop insects. 

The leaflet to which we refer is 
2 copy of a mimeographed publica- 
tion of the Division of Entomology, 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture, prepared and issued by the 
Saskatoon Laboratory. It is con- 
cerned with the control of grass- 
hoppers, wireworms, cutworms and 
wheat stem sawfly. Emphasis is 
placed on the methods of tillage 
end timing the various operations 
so as to discourage the multiplica- 
tion and spread of insects. 

Enormous losses are suffered as a 
esult of insect attack. In some 
cases, losses are attributed to other 
For example, if stands of 
svain are thinned by eutworms or 
wireworms, weed growth is encour- 
eed. Insect control is an important 
"netor in fighting weeds. 6

PASSFS

In a very real sense the late Editor 
in-chief was the “Review’’. His vis- 
ion it was that founded this  publica- 
tion forty year ago; his hand guiding 
it from an inconspicuous start to 
position of international prominence;

make his’ editorial pages avidly 
sought and widely quoted. 
His counsel often was sought by 


men high in public office but he gave 
of it most freely when the person de- 
siring his advice was a farmer with a 
problem. He loved the land, and his 
homesteading experience in Manitoba 
and later his participation in large- 
scale Alberta farming operations 
peculiarly fitted him to deal authorit- 
ively with the manifold and intricate 
problems of western agriculture. He 
never forgot his native Denmark, but 
he matured in western Canada, and it 
was to this, his country by adoption, 
that he gave his intense patriotism 
and practical devotion. He who has 
gone was an outstanding Canadian 
citizen. 

The Chief died as he would have 
wished. Toward the end of another 
busy week, in the late afternoon of 
Friday, February 4, he closed his of- 
fice door and sallied forth to join the 
members of his family at their even- 
ing meal. Four hours afterward he 
was no longer of this world. 

Charles W. Peterson was a propon- 
ent of individualism. He believed 
with all his heart in the ability of 
man to overcome his difficulties, pro- 
vided that ability was not repressed 
or confined, and the reasons he advo- 
cated this philosophy are not difficult 
to trace. He came to western Canada 
in a period when the effort of the In. 
dividual was the measure of his suc- 
cess or failure. This has been true 
in the development of al sections of 
the Americas; rugged individualism 
has pushed back the frontiers. The 
late Mr, Petersen took an active part 
in this pushing-back process in this 
Great West.
